The Automobile Menace. 


First Anniversary of Titanic Disaster Marked by 


Dedication of Lighthouse Tower Memorial to Heroes. 


Some few weeks ago The Herald suggested that a move- 


ment should be started in the public schools of every city as a 
means of lessening auto accidents. 
Here is what the Boston 


Transcript notes on the subject: 


"There was recently mailed to superintendents of schools 


in Massachusetts by the Automobile Legal Association a re- 
quest for suggestions as to the best way to decrease the large 
number of automobile accidents to school children. The re- 
plies that appeal to this organization as most practical and 
most representative of general opinion suggest the erection of 
appropriate signs two or three hundred feet on each side of the 
school buildings, and the distribution of eight or ten short rules 
on light cardboard each week until memorized. 
The sign 


should have the word "school" in large white letters on a red 
background to indicate danger and the need of caulion. 
It is 


proposed to offer prizes to all children in the grammar school 
grades for the best set of. rules, covering such points as 'What 
should a child do before crossing a street ?' 'In playing in the 
street what should a child keep in mind?' and so forth. The 
value of the plan lies largely in bringing the minds of the chil- 
dren themselves to bear upon the problem of their own safely. 
Rules will not do much good unless their interest and co-opera- 
tion can be enlisted. This elfort to reduce the dangers incident 
to modern street conditions seems to have been initiated in 
Washington, but the movement is rapidly spreading lo other 
cities."
